This is in response to the amendment filed 20 July 2004. 

The claims are 1-51 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claiml-3,4, and 42 are rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being obvious over 
Inayama, S. etal, Chemical and Pharmaceutical Bulletin (1977)838-40 

Compound III of the reference renders obvious claims 1-3, 4, and 42, and while 
the reference is silent about enantiomeric forms it would be obvious to the artisan to 
recognize the two enantiomers and be able to separate them if so desired. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 36 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
4,329281, published 11 May 1982 

The compound 1 on column 2 anticipates claim 5, and the compound on column 1 
between lines 45 to 54 anticipated claim 6. 

Claims15-30 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0,574,782 A2 published 22 December 1 993. 
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The reference teaches amphetamine and methamphetamine immunogens 1 and 
immunogen 2 respectively. With respect to claims 28 and 29, on page 3 about line 50, 
the reference teaches monoclonal antibodies and how they are generated. With 
respect to claim 30, the reference, on page 3, line 51 , teaches hybridoma cell culture 
supernatant containing the monoclonal antibody. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more ciaims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9,10,11, and 14 are rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims must stand on their own and not make reference to the figures. 

Claims 12,13, and 38-41 are objected to as being dependent on rejected claims 

Claims 7,8,31-37 and 43-51 are considered to be allowable.
